Mr. and Mrs. Peters had gone to the 
country to view a home which Mr. 
Peters is constructing. The babe was 
left in charge of Mrs. Little, and the 
only other persons in the house were 
the cook, Mrs. White. and her four- 
teen-year-old daughter, Florence. The 
latter, it is said, has been a sufferer 
from epilepsy. All stoutly deny their 
guilt, but the authorities think it im- 
possible that the infant could have ob- 
tained the poison itself. 

Mr. Peters and Mrs. White quarreled 
yesterday before members of the 
househoud because, it is said, Mrs. 
White refused to cook for the nurse, 
who was obliged to get her own meals 
on occasions. 

The District Attorney states that 
though he has been investigating the 
case all day, he has been unable to 
bring the crime to any one as yet, anJ 
will investigate further. There have 
been on arrests, and there will be no 
inquest, the physicians who attendd 
the infant in its last hours being fully 
satisfied as to the cause of death. 

The circumsances of the child's death 
have been the main topic of conversa- 
tion, and many theories have been ad- 
vanced as to the guilty parties and the 
motive for the crime.

That Dr. Hanna Will Be Appointed 
His

Alternately it 
attends to the affairs of the Orient and 
the Occident. Because of Dr. Breen's 
letter the subject of the appointment 
of Dr. Hanna was postponed and, of 
necessity, it will not be reached again 
until next month in the regular order. 

“I think that in all probability. Dr. 

will receive the appointment. 
The consistory has seen the articles,” 
and the archbishop smiled, “because I 
happened to have them with me. The 
one that was brought particularly to 
the attention of the consistory was on 
‘The Human Knowledge of Christ,’ 
and in my opinion there is nothing in 
it that any good Catholic can take 
exception to. 

“In regard to modernism, there are 
always errors and opinions floating 
about that are finally crystalized in 
some form of expression. Then the 
church determines whether or not they 
are correct doctrines. We sometimes 
talk more than we think and words 
do not always express our meaning.

NIGHT-RIDER MENACE. 


Visiting Kentuckieon Says Lawless 
Bands Are Working Great Harm 
to His State. 


“The so-called night riders of Ken- 
tucky are working a great injury to the 
State,” said John B. Wathen, a wealthy 
Louisville distiller. at the Hotei King 
Edward iast night. “The Society of 
Equity was formed to combat the to- 
bacco trust. its members declared that 
the trust was depressing prices and 
that it would in time ruin the tobacco 
industry of the State. Today the night 
riders are going about in gangs, terfor- 
izing the whole countryside and resort- 
ing to arson and even murder to ac- 

h their ends. 

“I know @ man whose home was 
burned over his head because it was 
reported that he had criticized the 
raiders. They told him tf he opposed 
them again his life would pay the for- 
feit. It is doubtful if the lawless men 
can be indicted. Men are afraid to tes- 
tify before the grand jury lest 
share the fate of the farmers who re- 
fuse to join the Society of Equity. 

“The gang rides about at night. The 
fellows are masked and fully armed. 
They began by burning the storehouses 


of the ; 

to destroy the property 
of all who oppose them.” 
Mr. Wathen intimates that the big 
tobacco concerns may leave Kentucky 
for good, if the lawless actions of the 
night riders continue. 
“It would greatly injure business,” 
he continued. “Next to Virginia, our 
State is the greatest producer of fine 
tobacco in the country. I hear that 
the American Tobacco Company is se- 
curing large tracts of land jn other 
localities and ts experimenting with 
nts. It may result in the industry 
ing throttled because of the action 
of the farmers, who in their enmity to 
the so-called ye formed a pool of
